AND NUCLEAR

London. According to pros? 
Information, onc-lhlrd ol all 
American servicemen In Europe 
—31.4 per cent -regularly use 
narcotics. Among the rank-and- 
file American military personnel 
in Europe this number Is even 
higher— 40 per cent. 

The West Europeans ore In- 
creasingly worried by the fact 
that many soldiers from across 
the Atlantic are using them dur- 
ing their spells of duly and 
when carrying out service linked 
with atomic weapons. On the 
territory of Britain alone, 30 
thousand soldiers from the 
United Stales are billeted at 100 
military bases. Under their cont- 
rol are cruise missiles, planes 
and submarines with nuclear 
weapons on board. 

According to 'The Times", 
hardly a day passes by when the 
command of the US troops In 
Britain do not remove on 
American soldier from duty for 
the use of narcotics, Including 
those who are Immediately con- 
nected with nuclear weapons. 
Quite recently, at the air force 
base in Greenbam Common ln 
the country of Berkshire where 
tha first American cruise mis- 
siles were deployed, 14 soldiers 
were consecutively expelled 
from the armed forces fof using 
narcotic substances. According 
to the latest available statistics, 
this fate befell 455 American 
servicemen during 1983.

BIO RESEARCH IN SPACE 


In December 1983, the USSR 
conducted a fjva-day flight 
using the biological sputnik 
Kosmos-1514 carrying aboard 
small laboratory animals — rats, 
guppy fish, plants and, for the 
first time, two rhesus monkeys, 
Abrek and Blon. 

The Utile passengers made a 
successful return to the labora- 
tories of die Institute of Medico- 
Biological Problems of the 
USSR Ministry of Public 
Health. 

At present space biology and 
medical experts are examining 
the apace voyogera and study- 
ing the dale obtained during 
the flight. 


One of the experiments tn 
space was that of biological 
testing on mammals — ln this 
case while laboratory rats. 

The sputnik's special block 
contained (he female rats ferti- 
lized ten to 12 days before the 
flight. In rats the length of pre- 
gnancy Is 22-23 days, and In the 
rats ln question five of these 
days were spent In weightless- 
ness. Six to seven days after 
the flight the rats produced 
healthy offspring. 

Tho scientists are currently 
studying the baby rats, wat- 
ching their growth, as well as 
the behaviour and health of the 
mothers,

This 
day became a landmark lor the 
family. After that (hey perform- 
ed many limes as a dual, (he 
father conducted and played 
viola and the son played the 
violin. For 2a years I performed 
wllh my father, Igor sat cl. I was 
the youngest In (ho family and 
tried to learn from him, borrow- 
ing from his wealthy experience 
and skill not only in Ibo class- 
room lull also on stage during 
concerts. 

Today Igor Olstrakh Is one o( 
the most popular Soviet violin- 
ists enjoying enormous world 
prestige. 

Beginning In 1968, following 
his father's example, apart from 
playing violin, he also begnn 
conducting and playing viola. 
Quite often when he conducts 
oil orchestra his wife Natalya 
Zerlsalova plays solo. For 23 
years she has never parted from 
him— she Is his confidante, ac- 
companist and member of ihe en- 
semble— e perceptive and res- 
ponsive musician, 

Natalya Zerlsalova and fgor 
Olstrakh give much consideration 
to performing monographic 
cycles of sonatas by Beethoven, 
Mozart, Brahms and other com- 
posers.
